The Army said that “to un- 
derstand the mind of. the Soviet 
citizen it is essential to consider 
the Communist propaganda 
which plays such an important 
role in shaping that mind. Any 
conclusion that propaganda thus 
encountered reflects the views 
of the United States Army is 
refuted by a reading of the 
entire document and particularly 
the conclysion of the study.” 

The Army statement ‘then 
quoted from the first paragraph 
of the document’s conclusion 
which compared the Soviet citi- 
zen’s life with that of a convict. 

The conclusion also said “he 
has no voice in determining his 
place of work, working condi- 
tions or wages ... he has no 
redress against a harsh, authori- 
tarian government... his voting 
rights are a travesty on the 
ideals and purposes of democ- 
racy ,.. he is the helpless pris- 
oner of a slave state.”

fourths mile stretch here yes- 
terday, 
chunks and manhole covers up 
among hundreds of stunned 
rush-hour motorists and pedes- 
trians, killing one and injuring 
58. At least two of the injured 
are in serious condition. 

The cause of the underground 
explosion along West 117th 
street, a main crosstown artery, 
still was sought today. Firemen 
first said it was a broken gas 
main, but the gas company said 
its mains probabiy broke after 
sewer gas exploded. 

Flying Concrete. 

Police were amazed the death 
toll was not higher. The blast 
sent concrete flying and man- 
hole covers popping. 

Mrs. Katherine Szabo, who 
was driving her brother home 
from work, died at a hospital. 
The brother, Robert Gbur, who 
was injured only slightly, said: 

“I was talking to her, and we 
had just cleared the underpass 
when it happened. It caved the 
whole roof in from the top of 
one door to the next door sill.” 

Assistant Fire Chief Ferdi- 
nand Boehmer estimated total 
damage to paving and utility 
lines at “no less than $5,000,- 
000 +2 


Fallen utility poles, broken 
glass, twisted pipes littered the 
street, which connects Cleveland 
and its largest suburb, Lake- 
wood. Manhole covers were 
blown through roofs of several 
homes. Water from broken 
mains flooded the mess. 

When the street exploded, 
some motorists clung to steer- 
ing wheels as their cars over- 
turned. 

“My car went about six feet 
in the air and concrete roadway 
was breaking up all around me. 
I was terrified,” one man said. 

An automobile salesman, An- 
dy Anderson said he “thought 
someone dropped a 500-pound 
bomb. A hole 30 by 18 feet was 
ripped out right in front of our 
store. Autos were flipped over 
on their sides and tops.”

GENEVA, Sept. 11 (AP)—A 
top American diplomat called 
on the Russians today to demon- 
strate the sincerity of their re- 
cent peace overtures by réleas- 
ing “hundreds of thousands” of 
German, Italian and Japanese 
war prisoners he said the Soviets 
still hold. ‘ 

Speaking to the United Na- 
tions Prisoner of War Commis- 
sion here, United States Ambas- 
sador to Spain James C, Dunn 
said the Communists are hold- 
ing the prisoners of World War 
II with “complete contempt for 
civilized international practice.” 

“It is only when we view this 
problem in terms of human grief 
and anxiety that we can fully 
appreciate its meaning,” Dunn 
said. “As United States Ambas- 
sador to Italy, I was able to' 
observe at first hand the im- | 
pact of this tragedy on the Ital-' 
ian people.” 

Dunn said it is “incomprehen- | 
sible to the people of the United | 
States that the Soviet Union| 
could have treated this issue 
with such callousness.” 

The Prisoner of War Commis- 
sion has been ignored by the 
Russians since it was set up two 
years ago. Nevertheless, Dunn 
said, the commission has re- 
ceived precise and verified in- 
formation from other govern- 
ments indicating that many 
thousands of missing soldiers 
are known to be alive in the 
Soviet Union, 

He said the United States 
hoped the commission would 
continue its efforts to win the 
release of prisoners “as long as 
the slightest hope for success 
remains.” 

West German representative 
Dr. Heinz von Truetzschler ac- 
cused the Russians of evading 
the question of the fate of 102,- 
958 German prisoners of war | 
known to be in Soviet territory 
between 1945 and 1953. 

Hachiro Arita, head of the 
Japanese delegation, said 22,- 
487 Japanese nationals had been 
repatriated from Red China dur- 
ing the last year. :

In handing in 
his resignation, Durkin accused 
the White House—but not Eisen- 
hower personally—of breaking 
an agreement with him to seek 
19 specific proposed changes in 
the law. 

Criticizes Others in Cabinet. 

Maybank said he was not sur- 
prised at the resignation, be- 
cause he said “This Administra- 
tion has not done anything for 
labor, for agriculture or for the 
taxpayer.” 

Asked if his suggestion about 
other resignations was aimed at 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra T. 
Benson and Secretary of the 
Treasury George M. Humphrey, 
Maybank said Benson has “done 
nothing except create confusion 
in the farm belt” and Humphrey 
raised interest rates “for vet- 
erans and homeowners.” 

Senator Douglas (Dem.), Hli- 
nois., declared: 

“Secretary Durkin’s action 
proves to the public what I have 
always known, namely, that he 
is a completely honest man. He 
would not sell out the cause of 
labor for a $25,000 job and a 
Cadillac.

Why He Didn’t Testify. 

Congressional sources said the 
real reason was that the Admin- 
istration could not agree on 
what changes to suggest in the 
controversial and politically 
touchy law. 

Durkin himself told reporters 
yesterday this was so. He said 
he was invited to téstify by both 
committees but had not done so 
because the Administration nev- 
er had made up its mind on its 
stand. He said he saw no point 
in testifying “only as to Mr. 
Durkin’s views.” 

Senator Kilgore (Dem.), West 
Virginia, in a speech prepared 
for a state CIO convention at 
Huntington, W. Va., today de- 
scribed Durkin’s position “in the 
Republican big-business Admin- 


istration as “like an ambassador | 


to a foreign court.” 

The text of Kilgore’s speech 
was distributed before Durkin’s 
resignation was announced.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 (AP) 
HE American Political 

Science Association was told 

today that the Eisenhower 
Administration has become dis- 
organized by letting Congress

Dr. Herman M. Somers, chair- 
man of the Haverford (Pa.) Col- 
lege’s department of political 
science, had both praise and 
criticism for the administrative 
policies of the Republicans. 

In a paper prepared for de- 
livery, he observed that the 
broad lines of administrative ac- 
tion to date have been “thought- 
ful and sound.” On the other 
hand, he commented, there has 
been “a dramatic net decline in 
the role and leadership of the 
executive which has had a stun- 
ning effect on the bureaucracy.” 

The latter condition has come 
about, Somers said, by either the 
“abdication to Congress, or the 
permitted usurpation by Con- 
gress of executive authority, 
which has been the source of 
basic difficulties for the execu- 
tive branch.” 


Cabinet Government. 


Somers expressed great in- 
terest in what he called Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's attempt to 
.make use of the Cabinet as a 
body in which basic decisions 
are made “collectively.” 

But he said “‘no one can recall] 
a time when the prestige of fed- 
eral employment was at a lower 
ebb.” He said the Administra- 
tion has managed to make al- 
most all employes feel their jobs 
are insecure. 


He referred particularly to the 
State Department where he said 
the personnel situation has 
reached ‘“‘some sort of nadir” and 
“internal demoralization is ram- 
pant both in the departmental 
a and in the Foreign Serv- 
ce.” 


Somers asserted the depart- 
ment appears to have “abdicated 
to the raiders in the short-sight- 
ed pursuit of congressional har- 
mony.” This, he added, has re- 
sulted in an inordinate pressure 
for “dull conformity.” 


Somers, repeating that admin- 
istrative organization and per- 
sonnel of the executive branch 
are primarily presidential 
responsibilities, said: 

“Congress can not govern, 
‘and to the extent that it is per- 
mitted to assume the power to 
manipulate executive personnel 
it can only disorganize the exec- 
utive. This reduces the Admin- 
\istration’s capacity to accept 
higher levels of career bureau- 
eracy.” 


Russian Developments. 


At another panel session, Dr. 
Julian Towster, a native of Po- 
land and member of the Univer- 
‘sity of California faculty, de- 
clared there is no sign of a 
|crack-up of the Soviet regime in 
ithe foreseeable future. In a pa- 
iper entitled “The Soviet Union 
| After Stalin,” he said: 
| “We should be failing our na- 
‘tional interest if we drew over- 
‘sanguine conclusions from re- 

cent Soviet events. The only 

sensible lesson to draw from 
them is the need of much great- 
er progress toward strength and 
unity in the West.” 

At the association’s annual 
dinner last night, Dr. Pendleton 
Herring of New York, its retir- 
ing president, attacked “political 
\quacks” who he said are trying 
‘to make careers for themselves 
by exploiting public fears of 
Communism. 

He said it is the duty of polit- 
‘ical scientists to lay bare the 
‘political realities so the public 
will be better informed because 


as the public understands such 
matters more clearly political 
quacks should become less per- 
suasive with the voters.” 


Dr. Herring, a former Harvard 
professor, mentioned no names 
when he added: 

“We now see such men asking 
careers for themselves through 
exploitation of public concern 
with the Communist contagion. 
The theory of ‘government by 
conspiracy’ can spread a virus 
of mutual mistrust more enervat- 
ing and difficult to eradicate 
than the Red rash now so worri- 
some.”

Such is the final upshot of a 
debate that has been going on 
inside the American Govern- 
ment since the final period of 
the Truman Administration. 
Certain officials of the old Psy- 
chological Strategy Board were 
the first to insist that it was 
dangerous to keep the country 
in ignorance of the threat to na- 
tional survival implicit in the 
steadily growing Soviet air- 
atomic capabilities. They were 
also the first to argue that a 
frank White House briefing was 
the only way to get the truth 
across to the country. 


Opponents’ Argument, 

The argument most often used 
by the opponents of frankness is 
the highly specious one, “that 
the country knows everything 
but the real military secrets al- 
ready.” It is true, of course, 
that the real national situation is 
well understood by a small num- 
ber of persons who have strug- 
gled to find it out. It is also 
true that some of these persons 
have done their best to make the 
hard facts more widely under- 
stood. 

But this is not only specious; 
it is also irrelevant. The coun- | 
try as a whole does not yet un-| 
derstand the national situation, | 
because the country’s leaders 
have thus far persisted in con- 
cealing or misrepresenting the 
hard facts known to the experts. 
In difficult and unpleasant tech- 
nical matters, the country does 
not listen to every chance voice. 
The country’ s leaders must in- 
form the country, and no one 
else can do 80. 

The proof of this has just been 
given, in a dramatic form, by 
the inquiring Dr. Gallup. The 
experts know very well that the 
Soviet Union already possesses 
the atomic bombs for a crippling 
attack on this country. They

know also that the Soviet long 
range air army is entirely ca- 
pable of delivering the bombs. 
They know further that unless 
drastic measures are taken to 
improve our air defenses, the 
Kremlin will be able to make a 
totally devastating air-atomic at- 
tack on the United States with- 
in 18 to 24 months. 


Findings by Gallup. 


But the country at large 
plainly does not know about all 
this. In fact, when Mr, Gallup's 
polisters asked their victims 
whether they thought their 
cities could be destroyed by 
Soviet atomic bombs, less than 
a third thought there was much 
risk. In short three-quarters of 
the people of the United States 
are living in a dream of false 
security, 


Those who have wished this 
dangerous dream to be pro- 
longed fall into three categories, 
There are the neurotic advo- 
cates of “maximum security,” 
common in the Pentagon and 
now gaining ground at the 
Atomic Energy Commission, 
There are the State Department 
officials — George F. Kennan 
used to be one of them—who 
fear that the American people 
will demand all kinds of dan- 
gerous and impulsive remedies 
if they are told the plain truth, 
Finally, there are the high Ad- 
ministration officials who think 
high taxes are more dangerous 
than atomic bombs. 


This last group is of partic- 
importance. They think 
that if the truth is told, a strong 
demand will immediately be felt 
for heavier defense outlays on 
air defense and other purposes, 
In this they are undoubtedly 
correct. 
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Off the Team 


Secretary of Labor Durkin has quit the new 
White House “team” in obvious distrust of the 
varsity and its captain. He angrily accuses the 
Administration of breaking an agreement to re 
vise the Taft-Hartley labor law. 

This is a most unusual ending to an unusually 
brief career in high office. Cabinets have al- 
most never been disrupted so early in their 
histories, for such plain-spoken reasons. 

But if the resignation was unusual, so was Mr. 
Durkin’s appointment in the first place, and 
the frustration which marked his seven short 
months in office. 

The late Senator Taft called the Durkin ap- 
pointment “incredible.” Durkin was a Demo- 
crat and a Stevenson supporter in a Republican 
Cabinet, and an AFL labor union leader in 
business Administration. 

Administration critics found the appointment 
no less remarkable. They referred to the Cabi- 
net as one of “nine millionaires and a plumber.”

As Our Schools Reopen 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Crowding of our school facilities 
is due in part to the inability and 
reluctance of the cities, towns and 
school districts to tax themselves 
enough to provide new schools and 
schoolrooms, and to pay teachers de- 
cent salaries. 

The problem of providing ade- 
quate education under healthful con- 
ditions is further complicated by the 
wide difference in taxable capacity. 
Mississippi, for example, spends the 
least per child for education of any 
state in the Union, In general, the 
Southern _ states, except Florida, 
North Carolina and Texas, spend far 
less than the national average. Yet 
Mississippi spends more in propor- 
tion to its taxable capacity than 
does New York, where the amount 
spent per pupil is nearly the highest 
of all. And that is true generally of 
the Southern states, the reason be- 
ing that thése states are poor. 

Yet, because people move around 
freely, poorly educated people from 
the states where taxable capacity is 
low move into and vote from other 
states and help to control national 

_ policy, despite their comparative 
lack of information and education. 

Clearly the problem is a national 
one. The answer lies in federal 
aid to education. 

Federal aid could be used to help 
to eliminate racial segregation in 
education. Nearly always the states 
which practice such educational seg- 
regation spend a good deal ‘ess per 
child for the education of Negro 
children than for the education of 
white children. Ending such unequal 
educational opportunities is, there- 
fore, clearly a matter of interracial 
justice. 

By offering federal aid to educa- 
tion only for schools where there is 
no racial segregation, a powerful 
lever could be brought to play to 
help get rid of such segregation.

Yet the record will show that Secretary 
Durkin was as loyal to the President as he had 
promised to be. Less than a month ago, Durkin 
replied to anti-Administration charges by his 
successor as head of the AFL Plumbers’ Union. 
Durkin asserted that the President had “stead- 
fastly adhered” to his campaign promise to 
press for changes in the Taft-Hartley Act. 


Four weeks later, however, Durkin virtually 
accuses the President of doing the reverse, The 
only possible explanation for this abrupt change 
of view lies in the final wreckage of efforts to 
revise Taft-Hartley. 

President Eisenhower had committed his Ad- 
ministration to labor law revision during the 
campaign. He told the AFL convention that he 
knew the law could be used “to break unions,” 
and added, “That must be changed.” The job 
of directing the “change” fell to his Secretary 
of Labor. 

Secretary Durkin began his efforts by calling 
a labor-industry conference, which promptly 
blew up. Then the ball was tossed to Congress, 
which heard a raft of conflicting proposals, 
varying from complete erasure of the Taft- 
Hartley Act to suggestions for making the law 
more restrictive. 

In the last weeks of Congress, Durkin tried 
again, He had been tied up, it was reported, 
in an insoluble dispute with Secretary of Com- 
merce Weeks and other Cabinet members. But 
finally Durkin succeeded in getting 19 changes 
in the Taft-Hartley law written into a proposed 
presidential message for Congress. Durkin says 
the President’s advisers agreed to this state- 
ment and he believed the President had. 

This was the famous message which was never 
delivered. If it had been delivered it would 
have achieved little, for Congress was near 
adjournment. It was not delivered, so White 
House sources said, because of the death of Sen- 
ator Taft. The fact was that the President had 
finally turned it down. 

« * * 

Thus all of Secretary Durkin’s efforts came 
to nothing. Durkin obviously felt that this de- 
feat left him in an impossible situation in the 
Cabinet. But the important question left for 
the Administration is whether the task dele- 
gated to Durkin was not too much to ask of 
one man, especially the left end of the team. 

This task was to bring diverse if not rival 
interests together into reasonable agreement 
on a law affecting both sides. Instead of agree- 
ment, the result seems to have been dissension, 
not only between spokesmen for industry and 
labor, but inside the Cabinet itself. 

Now President Eisenhower must find a sub- 
stitute for his first Secretary of Labor. But 
the issue remains exactly where it was in Jan- 
uary. If the Administration is to have a labor 
policy, it will have to devise one for itself. 
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Not in Missouri 

The new president of the American Political 
Science Association is Dr. Ralph J. Bunche, 
the diplomat whose expert mediation for the 
U.N. did so much to bring peace in Palestine.

Are the Curators content to have admission on 
such a basis that Missouri’s Ralph Bunches of 
the future are kept from enrolling at their 
State University? 
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A Threat to Health 


The constant threat to the St. Louis area of 
a major epidemic growing out of its many in- 
adequate sewer systems ought to arouse wide in- 
terest in the proposal to deal with the danger 
—creation of a Metropolitan Sewer District. 

Dr. Herbert H. Domke, St. Louis county 
health commissioner, points out that collection 
and disposal of human sewage represents by 
far the greatest sanitation problem in the 
county. And that makes it a city problem as 
well. As Dr. J. Earl Smith, the city health com- 
missioner, says: 


We must remember that transmitters of 
disease do not recognize the city limits. 
Flies, mosquitoes and other disease-carry- 
ing vectors breed in the city or in the 
county, and they may also contact disease 
organisms either in the city or the county 
and then transmit to men and animals in 
either area. 


The Metropolitan Sewer District would deal 
with this danger in the only way it can be suc- 
cessfully attacked. It would take over the re- 
sponsibility for all the area’s sewage problems. 
It would see them as part of an area-wide sit- 
uation, and would tackle them on the same 
basis. 

This ought to avoid one of the most dis- 
heartening and frustrating experiences that any 
community can suffer: to spend thousands of 
dollars on sewers within its own borders, and 
then to be all but engulfed in foul water drain- 
ing from a neighboring village. | 

The question now before the people is 
whether the proposed Metropolitan District is 


fair, equitable and workable. A series of eight 
public hearings on the plan will be held the last 
two weeks of this month—four in St. Louis, 
four in the county. Citizens interested in the 
future of the metropolitan area and the health 
ef themselves and their children ought to avail 
themselves of this opportunity to examine the 
plan and speak their minds on it. 
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Act Now for County Water 

If roofs should be mended between rains, 
water systems should be expanded between 
summers. St. Louis county residents are en- 
titled to demand that steps be taken now to 
insure an adequate water supply next summer. 
The responsibility rests jointly upon county 
officials and the St. Louls County Water Co. 

Twice during the summer just past—in June 
and in August—the county water system proved 
inadequate to meet all demands. That was 
in spite of a very substantial construction pro- 
gram which increased the system's capacity 
nearly 20 per cent within a year. 

The lesson is plain, If a 20 per cent expan- 
sion was not enough for 1953, then the addi- 
tional expansion now being planned may not 
be enough for 1954. 

In its study of the water problem a year ago, 
the county planning commission predicted a 
peak demand for 1953 of 59,500,000 gallons a 
day, and for 1954 of 63,000,000 gallons. On the 
basis of the company’s expansion plans as then 
projected, the planning commission estimated 
that “there should be no more water shortages 
within the foreseeable future.” 

Well, things did not work out that way. In 
June of this year county residents used a maxi- 
mum of 62,000,000 gallons a day, and in August 
64,000,000 gallons. In other words, the top 
demand projected for 1954 has already been 
exceeded, and nobody can be sure that this 
experience won't be repeated next year. The 
company and the county have an obligation to 
make certain now, not only that there will be 
enough water, but that the distribution system 
will be able to serve all parts of the county 
without those low-pressure periods that have 
plagued all too many communities in the past. 

This has been, to be sure, an extraordinary 
summer, extraordinarily hot and extraordinarily 
dry. But it would be folly to proceed on the 
assumption that next summer will be delight- 
fully cool and wet. It is the water company’s 
job to keep ahead of a growing community’s 
needs in the worst of dry weather. 
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Investigator vs. Investigator? 

The charges raised by Senator McCarthy 
about lax security and gambling operations in 
the Government Printing Office have died down. 
There has been no explanation from the Senate 
Investigating Committee, but one possible 
reason is exceedingly interesting. The Gov- 
ernment Printing Office does not come under 
the executive authority of the White House. 
Responsibility for the Government Printing 
Office rests on the six-man Joint Congressional 
Committee on Printing, consisting of Senators 
Jenner of Indiana, Carlson of Kansas and 
Hayden of Arizona and Representatives Le 
Compte of Iowa, Schenck of Ohio and Trimble 
of Arkansas. The chairman is Senator Jenner. 
It just could be that the Indiana investigator 
did not like this one particular investigation 
by the investigator from Wisconsin. 


More Beautiful Than Helen 


There is a new terra cotta Diana in the City 
Art Museum, a beautifully restored Etruscan 


' figure, to which one may react, we suppose, in 


three rather different ways. First of all the 
statute may be regarded as an antique. It is 
some 2400 years old. Its price was $56,000— 
which puts it considerably beyond the range of 
the Olive street old glass and bric-a-brac shops. 
Even a price tag can be impressive. 

But the more literary museum visitor is likely 
to disregard cost. Indeed, he may almost dis- 
regard the terra cotta. Just a glance at it may 
send him rummaging through his memory for 
tag lines about the “queen and huntress, chaste 
and fair,” the “divine unapproachable maiden,” 
the “Dame of the Shaft of Gold” so beautiful 
that white-armed, golden-haired Helen was 
likened to her. 

Her Greek name being Artemis, the bookish 
will remember she was the daughter of Zeus 
and Leto, the twin of Apollo and the eternal 
adversary of Aphrodite. They will recall that 
she became known as the Lady of the Lake, 
and that the most beautiful of medieval poems 
was written about her, the thirteenth century 
anonymous gem which begins: Dum Dianae 
vitrea, “When Diana lighteth Late her cryStal 
lamp. ... To all things that mortal are, Grants 
the dew of sleep. ., .” 

Then there are those who look long at this 
statue and see that it bears the face of a girl 
still young, the eyes still big with wonder, the 
lips carrying an unaffected smile, her fawn a 
friendly pet rather than a trophy of the chase. 
Here is a girl still happily ignorant of all the 
feuds and intrigues of high Olympus and the 
earth below. She is wearing the saffron gown 
later to be worn by all the girls dedicated to 
her service, but she has not yet assumed her 
godly burdens as the protector of mothers, the 
rearer of boys, the patroness of fishermen, sea- 
farers and farmers, the fructifier of grain in 
the field, the mill and the oven, the tamer of 
beasts, the guardian of cities and the watcher 
over waters. 

All that was to come when men came to make 
devotions to her in the grove at Nemi. Now 
she is still the little girl with the big eyes, but 
already there is the urge to turn to her 
and plead with Sophocles: 


Help us! And as in the time gone by 
Ye have bowed to our plaintive cry, 
Bowed to our misery sore: 
So come to us now as ye came before! 
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Seven Weeks, No Busses 

With Joseph Hodgeg, Assistant Director of 
the Illinois Department of Labor, working with 
the negotiators, an agreement has at last been 
reached in the East St. Louis bus strike. The 
approved terms now go before the striking 
employes for approval. 

Mr. Hodges says state officials are “very 
disturbed over the strike.” Well they may be. 
This deadlock between the East St. Louis City 
Lines and its employes is seven weeks old. 
In that time thousands of bus riders in East 
St. Louis and suburbs, such as Washington 
Park, have made other arrangements to get to 
work. Some of these will never return to 
busses. The company and the workers both 
will be the losers. 

Would this strike have continued so fong if 
the company had been locally-owned and _ oper- 
ated and not a part of the far-flung system of 
the holding company, National City Lines of 
Chicago? We wonder.

The East-West relationship as we 
know it today . . . is mainly the prod- 
uct of the final coming together of 
great historical movements. 

The first of these was certainly the 
expansion of the Russian state to a 
point where further expansion was 
practically impossible except at the 
price of conflict. Hand in hand with 
this went the development of Russia 
into one of the 
world’s major mil- 
itary and industrial 
powers. 

The second 
was World War I 
and its effects both 
in Russia and the 
West. So far as Rus- 
sia is concerned, 
the outstanding ef- 
fect was the cap- 
ture of power 
throughout most of 
traditional Russia 
by a group of men 
led by Lenin and 
inspired by the 
Marxist ideology. The deplorable state 
of the people’s languishing—as they 
saw it—under the yoke of capitalism 
was for them not just something to be 
noted and regretted. 


How Moscow Used Hitler 


Miraculously enough, nowhere ex- 
cept in Russia herself did society suc- 
cumb to this demon in those ensuing 
years. Communist parties remained, 
but they ceased to constitute in most 
countries any revolutionary threat. 


But as the ideological threat of So- 
viet power declined, the physical 
strength of the peoples under Soviet 
rule began to increase. Soviet leaders 
moved closer to the traditional role of 
Russian rulers competing for position. 


This situation might have existed for 
many years with no great detriment to 
world stability had World War I really 
settled the disagreement as to the place 
which the German people, having 
emerged as a powerful and vigorous 
national entity, were to have in the 
European scheme of things. Since the 
war had failed to lead to any real set- 
tlement, the disagreement emerged 
again in the form of Adojph Hitler. 

In Hitler’s aims and methods, cou- 
pled with the military weakness of the 
Western democracies, there lay the 
historic opportunity of which Moscow 
could hardly fail to take advantage. 
For their inability to fight each other 
without Soviet assistance, both sides 
paid the price of installation uf Soviet 
power over half of Europe. 


Soviet Threat Is Physical 


It was this extension of Soviet power 
that was the principal factor in making 
Moscow so much more of a problem 
than she was before this last World 
War. It placed her in command of the 
resources of Central Europe. 

this had lit{le to do with So- 
viet propaganda or with the political 
appeal of Moscow’s ideas. Moscow's 
aid was invoked by the West on a basis 
of straight military power. 

Surely for the Western world the So- 
viet threat today is almost exclusively 
a physical one, a _ military-territorial 
one along traditional patterns, not one 
of the power of ideas. The Soviet lead- 
ers have succeeded over the years in 
divesting themselves of all claim to 
intellectual leadership in the West. 

The same, unfortunately, cannot be 
said of Asia. Here is the appeal of 
Marxist thought and of the Soviet ex- 
ample to people who have not yet come 
into the enjoyment of sovereign power 
or who are new to its exercise. 

They are prepared to accept physical 
squalor and cruelty if they believe that

it serves a social purpose. Soviet power 
is more attractive to them by virtue of 
the fact that it has been accompanied 
by physical hardship, by a renuncia- 
tion of precisely that conspicuous lux- 
ury, that pretension to a pompous in- 
dividual self-importance through which 
the Westerner has made himself hated. 
The Western world, and our country 
in particular, must be extremely care- 
ful how it deals with this phenomenon 
of the Soviet appeal to the peoples of 
Asia. But they must not expect us to 
agree with them, or to encourage them, 
when they look to Moscow for things 
they will certainly not find there. 
Actually, there seems to be reason to 
hope that the peak of this danger has 
passed. The decisive struggle in Asia 
has been taking place in the minds of 
men; and it seems to me that one can 
discern there a certain turn of the tide 
to the favor of the forces of realism. 


Power Put to Severe Strain 


Soviet power is faced today with se- 
vere strains and crises. It is our busi- 
ness neither to save it from folly nor to 
confuse the issue by asserting ourselves 
into its difficulties. If our own beliefs 
are sound, Soviet power will continue 
to suffer, as it is suffering today, by the 
effects of its own unsoundness—its in- 
compatibility with the deepest human 
needs—and it will eventually earn the 
retribution it so justly deserves. 

As for the Soviet peoples, we can 
only stand aside, respectful of. the 
ordeal they are undergoing, careful not 
to praise or blame too quickly where 
we understand very little. 

If and when the Soviet peoples 
emerge from this long ordeal, we must 
not expect them to react like people 
who had never gone through it. In 
many ways they will be in great need 
of forbearance and understanding. 


We must be careful not to approach 
them with an attitude of superiority 
and moral instruction. In their long 
and excruciating subjection to the power 
of human evil, they have unquestion- 
ably sounded depths of human ex- 
perience beyond the ken or imagina- 
tion of people in our world. 


Tragedy of the Russian People 


I cannot resist the conviction that 
there is some great historical logic in 
the existence at this time of the phe- 
nomenon we call Soviet pewer. To the 
West it stands as a reminder of the im- 
mense moral responsibility that rests 
upon us by virtue of our rise in po- 
litical and economic ascendancy in ad- 
vance of other portions of the world. 

To the East it stands as an entice- 
ment and a test of maturity; as the 
bearer of something the Eastern peoples 
must have the strength to reject if their 
long-coveted independence is to be more 
than a new disillusionment and failure. 


As for the Russian people them- 
selves, I fear the measure of their 
tragedy is now beyond our imagination 
or comprehension, On the great plains 
of Russia and Siberia, a moral struggle 
is in progress so immense that it must, 
it seems to me, be either the final dem- 
onstration of civilization’s failure or 
the breeding ground of new forces. 

All of these developments stress the 
universal interdependence of mankind. 
Nowhere need men be completely 
desperate so long as somewhere else 
other men are trying to build a decent 
life-based on charity and responsibility. 


Between Book Ends : 


Those Fine Arabian Things 


NINE DAYS TO MUKALLA, by Frederic Prokosch. 

(The Viking Press, 249 pgs., $3.) 

The silver aircraft, flying west over 
the Indian ocean from Bombay, de- 
veloped engine trouble and crashed on 
a volcanic island near the Gulf of Aden. 
Describing this descent into another 
world, Frederic Prokosch, author of 
“The Asiatics,” writes: “Neither the 
gulls nor the fish, not even the distant 
aisle,of fishing boats, had time to 
wonder at the enormous bird that sank 
on the sand, heat-stunned, like Icarus.” 


Surviving the mishap, which killed 
the pilot and another man, were two 
American men and 
two English women. 
They included a 
young State De- 
partment man as 
yet untroubled by 
McCarthy; a 44 
year-old archeolo- 
gist, Dr. Moss; an 
elderly English- 
woman, Miss Todd, 
lately of Calcutta, 
and Miss Sylvia 
* Howard of London, 
a black-eyed girl. 

Arab fishermen 
told them it would 
take nine days’ 
travel, overland and by sea, to reach 
the port of Mukalla. They set out with 
native guides. Prokosch’s novel is an 
account of their travels through a land 
at once barren and exotic, a difficult 
journey in which the author seems 
interested not so much in routine ad- 
venture as in the fact that each of his 
Westerners rediscovers—in his or her 
own fashion—the mystery, the vastness 
and the beauty of the earth. 


Prokosch writes well, with a poet’s 
talent for vivid imagery. His vignettes 
of beach, sea, desert and a mysterious 
inland city are .crystal-sharp even 
though the reader, lacking Prokosch’s 
familiarity with the Arab scene, does 
not always find it simple to follow the 
refugees from place to place. Nor can 
one always tell, in the welter of sen- 
sory perception, just which character 
is ct a sea-change at the mo- 
ment, 


Numerous descriptive passages stick 
in the memory. The following lines, 
near the end of the book, give an idea 
of the author’s use of color: 


“Down on the sand the young fisher- 
men were laying out their fish. The 
fish flashed in their hands like flexible 
knives, gasping and writhing before 
death; then they were laid out in blue 
satin rows on the carmine sand. Boys 
came wading through the shallow waves 
with nets bulging on their shoulders. 
They seemed to be wading forth from 
some immemorial deep, dark and smil- 
ing, ruthless and agile; an incarnation 
of Arabia.”

Unity and Partition. 


But what we can tell, I do

Until last May, Dr. Adenauer 
was in bad shape for a contest 
in the field of foreign policy 
against the Social Democrats. 
Although he is a sincere believ- 
er in European unity, he was in 
fact entangled in commitments 
which, if they were carried out 
at face value, meant the perma- 
nent partition and the endless 
military occupation of Germany. 

There was no future for Ger- 
many or for Europe in that, and 
it is safe to say that if that had 
been what Dr. Adenauer offered 
the Germans in Sunday’s elec- 
tion, he would: have gone down 
as did Schumann in France and 
De Gasperi in Italy before him. 


East German Uprising. 


This did not happen because 
he disentangled himself, with- 
drew from the _ indefensible 
ground, and then took his stand 
on a radically new ground. 

Two events must, I believe, 
have played a decisive part in 
the alteration of his foreign 
policy. One was the uprising in 
Eastern Germany. The other 
was Churchill's speech of May 
11. The uprising, which was 
largely the work of the Social 
Democratic trade unionists, re- 
moved all doubt that unfication

Until then Dr. Adenauer's 
party, which is not strong in the 
Protestant East, had shown a 
conspicuous lack of fervor for 
reunification.

They 
would know that any German 
who proposed it could not 
Sincerely interested in German 
unity. 

If Dr. Adenauer was to take 
a convincing stand for German 
unity, he had to take a convinc- 
ing stand in favor of negotiation 
with the Soviet Union, But in 
Europe, where people know the 
facts of life, it was not enough 
to call for a neggtiation about 
unity. 


Churchill’s Contribution. 


It was not enough to keep on 
calling for free elections. It was 
necessary to make a negotiable 
proposal—not necessarily a pro- 
posal that the Russians would 
now accept but one which they 
could eventually accept. . 
| This is where Churchill comes 
‘into it. His great and original 
contribution to the problem of 
the division of Germany and of 
Europe was not in the proposal | 
to hold a high level conference. 

It was in the recognition—the 
first by any Western statesman 
since the cold war began—that 
if the Russians are ever to be 
induced to withdraw from Eu- 
rope, they will have to be given 
a guarantee that Eastern Europe 
will not become the staging area 
and the recruiting ground for an 
anti-Communist crusade. 

Churchill put out this crucial 
idea in the form of a sugges- 
tion of another Locarno treaty. 
The reference was obscure be- 
cause most people, including I 
believe Dr. Adenauer himself, 
had forgotten what Locarno was. 
The reference moreover was not 
entirely apt. 


Changing EDC Concept. 


But what Churchill meant was 
of the greatest importance: that 
Russia can be expected to with- 
draw peaceably from Europe 
only if her security is guaran- 
teed. 

At first Dr. Adenauer was 
puzzled by the reference to Lo- 
carno. But when he had grasped 
Churchill’s meaning, one may 
suppose after his visit to Lon- 
don, he adopted the idea as one 
of the cornerstones of his own 
policy. 

On the Friday before the elec- 
tion, he proposed to negotiate 
with the Russians over the Eu- 
ropean Defense Community and 
the regional alliances of the 
Soviet orbit for the purpose of 
working out some sort of gen- 
eral security system within the 
framework of the United Na- 
tions. 

If this was not a radical trans- 
formation of the original un- 
derlying conception of the Eu- 
ropean Defense Community, it 
was a tremendous addition to it. 
For once you suggest that the 
European Defense Community 
is a matter about which there 
could be negotiation with the 
Soviet Union and with the East- 
ern satellites, you have come a 
very long way from where you 


ed in Chicago for 
Insulin Studies. 


Dr. Michael Somogyi, research 
biochemist at Jewish Hospital, 
received the 1953 Ernst Bischoff 
Award in Clinical Chemistry in 
Chicago last night in recognition 
of hig studies of carbohydrate 
metabolism and insulin action. 
The award, consisting of a 
medal, a scroll and $500, was 
presented at a dinner of the 
fifth annual meeting of the 
American Association of Clinical 
Chemists. 

In an address at the dinner 
session, Dr. Somogyi discussed 
his view that big doses of insulin 
can make a diabetes patient's 
condition worse by cutting down 
the amount of sugar in the blood 
too much, resulting in overcom- 
pensation and “chronic insulin 
poisoning.” 

This thesis, and his advocacy 
of a diet low in fats but high in 
starches, sugars and proteins, 
started a controversy when first 
presented at a meeting of the 
American Chemical Society 
meeting in 1949. 

Dr. Somogyi has been in 
charge of research and chemical 
laboratories at Jewish Hospital 
since 1926. Earlier, he was an 
instructor in biochemistry at the 
Washington University School of 
Medicine. He received the de- 
gree of doctor of philosophy in 
Hungary. 

The award, established last 
year by the Ernst Bischoff Co., 
Ivoryton, Conn., manufacturer of 
biologicals and pharmaceuticals, 
was presented by H. G. Terwil- 
liger, president of the firm.

$540,856,000 GIVEN 
IN 40 YEARS BY 
ROCKEFELLER FUND

NEW YORK, Sept. 11—The 
Rockefeller foundation reported 
today that it made grants 
amounting to $16,640,355 in 
1952 and that in the 40 years 
since it was established its 
grants have totaled $540,856,- 
208. 

The report showed that if the 
grants of the Laura Spellman 
Rockefeller memorial made be- 
fore 1929 are considered, the 
total of grants would be boosted 
to $596,196,024. The Laura 
Spellman Rockefeller memorial 
was consolidated with the Rock- 
efeller foundation in 1929. 

The foundation, set up in

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Coach Without a Contract 
—That’s Steve Owen. 
E have with us. only too 
briefly, a professional 
football pioneer who has 
ome as much a physical 
landmark in New York as the 
Empire State building and 
the Big Town's hardiest 
sports perennial since Mc- 
Graw of the baseball Giants, 

Steve Owen is in town. 

In the coaching profession, 
than which there is none 
more hazardous, Owen has di- 
rected New York's profes- 
sional football Giants 23 years 
~—without a contract! 

Stout Steve was a star 
tackle for the Giants. 32 
years old, when Tim Mara. 
founder of the club, informed 
him by telephone in 1931 that 
he was the team’s new coach. 
The oral agreement has con-- 
tinued to the present even 
though: Mara has retired and 
his sons, John and Welling- 
ton, now own the autumn 
residents of the Polo Grounds. 


The Giants’ informative 
1953 brochure, prepared by 
publicist Raymond Walsh, 


sums up the caliber of this 
ruddy, robust man who will 
squint from behind horn- 
rimmed bespectacles at Oak- 
land Stadium Saturday night 
against the Baltimore Colts. 

“Over the years,” writes 
Walsh, “Owen has applied to 
football two enduring princi- 
ples he learned as boy and 
youth in the old Cherokee 
strip of Oklahoma, where he 
was born at Cleo Springs on 
April 21, 1898. Judge a man 
by performance, not reputa- 
tion, is one. Football is a 
contact sport and all theory 
must start with that, is the 
second.” 

Walsh cites examples of 
how Owen’s open-minded atti- 
tude has worked, naming Kink 
Richards, Ray Flaherty, Dale 
Burnett, Hank Soar and Tuffy 
Leemans as little-known col- 
legians who rank among the 
all-time Giants. 

Probably the most note- 
worthy instances, though, were 
Bill Paschal,- coached to the 
big-league rushing title in 
1943 and '44 even though he 
had no college exnerience, and 
Emlen Tunnell, the Iowa Ne- 
gro who now ranks as one of 
the topflight defensive half- 
backs in the’ business. All 
clubs had passed Tunnel in 
the annual draft. 


A Pioneer’s Creed— 

Hit ’Em Again Harder. 

TEVE’S first football les- 
S son still was his best. The 

importance of contact was 
taught to him on the campus 
of Phillips University in Enid, 
Okla. The time was 1918 and 
the teacher was Johnny Maul- 
betsch, Michigan’s famed Fly- 
ing Dutchman and Phillips 
coach. 

“Maulbetsch took me to a 
corner of the field and set me 
up and knocked me down time 
and again with blocks,” Owen 
has recalled often. ‘He hit 
hard and I got mad and began 
hitting back. When he grinned 
I got the idea—he had wanted 
to find out whether I would 
fight back. His method hasn't 
been beat yet!” 

Owen has emphasized de- 
fense almost as much as con- 
tact and over the years has 
picked slick enemy offenses to 
pieces, most recently with his 
“umbrella” defense against 
passes. Yet he has been im- 
aginative enough offensively 
to have invented the A forma- 
tion. an offshoot of the single 
wing. and now the latest—the 
Swing T. 

The Swing T is a T which 
can swing from play to play 
into a single wing or double 
wing, either for running or 
passing, a split-second timing 
which requires a clever swing 
man—to play halfback in the 
T and blocking back in the 
single wing. Although this 
latest braintrust of Stout 
Steve’s puts a premium on 
mental and physical dexterity 
for his side, especially the 
swing man, it really drives the 
defense daffy. 

Owen sprang the Swing T 
for the first time last Dec. 14 
against the Cleveland Browns. 

' The befuddled Browns gave 
up more points that day—37— 
than ever before. 

Stout Steve’s success and 
his long tenure with the 
Giants can’t be judged by 
championships. True, he was 
captain and tackle of the 1927 
fron men who won the title 
while allowing 13 opponents 
only 20 points, a record never 
challenged in the pro game. 
And he has coached two na- 
tional champions and six east- 
ern division winners. 

The measure of the man is 
his unwillingness to stand still 

and his ruggedness. 

Joe Holloran. general chair- 
man of the Saturday game 
here. was talking to Owen re- 
cently and mentioned Paul 
Brown’s academic approach to 
football. his insistence that his 
players use notebooks in class- 
room blackboard sessions.

One requisite for 

enjoying a float trip on your own, however, is 

some experience in handling a boat in fast 

water. 
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OUR TRIPS on the Ozark streams during 
recent summers have been few. Planting, haying, 
the arrival of the calf crop—all of these have 
a way of keeping us tied close to Possum Trot. 

Recently, however, we spied a lull in the 
work and determined that it had been far too 
long since we'd slept out under the stars. I'd 
spent odd hours all summer long putting the 
old canoe into shape that some day we might 
find the time to use it again. Then on a recent 
trip to Van Buren, our friend Ben Davis had 
offered us the use of a beautiful blunt-sterned 
aluminum canoe with a 5-horse motor. And 
since We wanted to make our float from Van 
Buren to Doniphan, where there is plenty of 
water in Current river despite the drouth, we 
decided to use his boat. 

Pulling together the equipment for a camp- 
ing trip when it has been laid away for two 
years is a surprisingly large chore. We'd 
acquired a new tent many months ago, but it 
was stored away in the top of the garage with- 
out ever having been unpacked. So I had to 
get it down and set it up in the yard to make 
sure I knew how it worked, then roll it up 
again. Two orange crates were reinforced and 
equipped with rope handles at each end, 40 
hold the food and cook it. We’d found years 
ago that these fit easily amidships in boat 
or canoe, are readily handled, and keep the 
gear from getting scattered. The old aluminum 
cook kit was assembled and checked to make 
sure everything was there; skillets, nesting pails 
and coffee pot, plates, cups and tableware. 
Pack sacks carried the clothes; an extra pair of 
jeans, plenty of wool sox, heavy shirt for 
cool evenings and mornings, sneakers for wad- 
ing, first aid kit. Air mattresses and blankets 
were rolled in. the canvas bed-roll and lashed 
with a lariat. Extra boots, rain gear and cameras 
went into a split hickory basket.

Duel in the Swomp 

HE first time our heroine meets our hero in “SANGA- 
REE,” the 3-D Technicolor saga at the FOX Theater, 
she bites him. The next time they meet, he bites her. 
This gives you a pretty good idea of the basic passions 
which prevail. Otherwise, the film is a 
typical antebellum plantation drama, over- 
hung with moss, scented with mimesa, and 
swishing with swords and the henor of @ 
gentleman, suh.

Television Survey 
By Jack Gaver : 


NEW YORK, Sept. 11 (UP). 

OU may not live in New Brunswick, N.J., but if your 
Y community is in one of the active television areas of 

the country then the odds against your going without 
a TV set are getting prohibitive. 

According to a 1953 survey, with New Brunswick as 
the guinea pig, set ownership has risen to 71 per cent as 
compared with 62 per cent in 1952. 

This doesn’t mean, however, that you're neglecting 
your newspaper reading. 

“Newspaper reading, which has never been affected by 
television, continues at a high level,” according to the 
survey report. “As a matter of fact, it is higher than a 
year ago.” 

These are among the findings of the sixth annual sur- 
vey made by the Cunningham and Walsh advertising agency 
of “Videotown,” an average community in an active TV 
area. Identity of the town was concealed until last year 
when it was revealed to be New Brunswick, which is 40 
miles from New York and well exposed to TV programs. 

: 2 & 

HERE are some of the other findings for 1953: 

More than nine of 10 sets are used every week-day 
evening, an increase over 1952 when the figure was 86 
per cent. However, the sets are tuned in only four and one- 
quarter hours as compared with four and one-half hours a 
year ago. (Could radio be taking up the slack?) 

During the four and one-quarter hours, each member 
of a family watches about three and one-quarter hours. 
Mother does more watching than anyone else, with teen- 
agers, young children and father following in that order. 
-However, dad, when he does commit himself to a TV ses- 
sion, gives more time to it at a sitting on any other 
member of the family. 

Night-time viewing is fairly stabilized, but day- thes 
viewing is not. There was an increase from 1 to 8 per cent 
in morning viewing within the past year. Afternoon view- 
ing has been stabilized for the moment at 14 per cent. 

There is an indication of a slight increase in magazine 
reading in homes that have had sets since before 1951. 
Recent TV homes, of course, are still giving more time 
to TV. 

x * 

TV FAMILIES, except for the recent converts, are 
maintaining their movie-going at the same level as last 
year. 

Sales of sets continued to drop off, following a down- 
ward trend of the past two years, as the percentage of TV 
families came closer to the saturation point. However, the 
replacement sales figure is rising and should continue to 
do so. 

Families owning two sets number only about 414 per 
cent of TV homes. 

The “Videotown” survey tends to blast the high-cost-of- 
maintenance idea. Nineteen per cent of owners have never 
had their sets repaired. Even of the sets purchased before 
1951, 4 per cent have never been repaired. Excluding the 
few who have had to replace picture tubes, the average 
annual repair bill is $11.

tion bureau where the visitor 
may obtain first-person informa- 
tion or carry off as much as 
six and one half pounds of fact- 
packed literature.

Closing Summer Camp. 


NE of the things you want 

to make sure of if you own 

a summer camp or cottage 
is that when you return to it in 
the spring it will be more or 
less the way you left it in the 
fall. ,Just what sort of shape it 
really’ is in depends on what 
you do when you close it up. 


Of course, the plumbing 
should be completely drained 
after the water supply has been 
shut off. Be sure all valves are 
drained and fill all the plumbing 
fixture traps with kerosene. 


The electricity should be 
turned off at the main switch 
box. 

Remove all food stuff and 
don’t leave any liquids around 
in bottles that are likely to 
freeze. 

Items such as clothing, bed 
clothes, etc., should be cleaned 
and put away with moth crys- 
tals to keep out moths and small 
rodents. 

The exterior of the house 
should be carefully gone over 
and sealed so that rodents can't 
get in while you are away.
